The Medical and Osier Libra- 
ries will present Russian medical 
journals and United States Go- 
vernment-sponsored translations.- 
as well as a collection of books 
acquired by Sir William Osier on 
the history of medicine and 
science and bequeathed bv him 
to McGill University. 

To complete the Medical Tour, 
the School of Physical and Occu- 
pational Therapy and the Srhool 
of Graduate Nurses will also have 
displays. 

ENGINEERING & 
SCIENCE TOUR 

One of the main attractions in 
the new Physical Sciences Centre 
will be the famed collection of 
Williamson Diamonds brought by 
the Geology Department all the' 
way from Rhodesia. 

To supplement this display, 
the Departments oT Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineering will 
feature displays on mine designs 
and equipment, and will demon- 
strate how minerals are mined 
and refined. 

"Stormy Weather", the new 
innovation in radar- improving the 
forecast ■ of coming rain, snow 
and hall storms, can be viewed 
in the Physics Building. 



A display of major interest is 
the Cyclotrom in the Radiation 
Laboratory. There will also be a 
demonstration of the new 23b' 
analyser of gamma radiation. 

The Mechanical Engineers will 
explain the internal operations 
of a diesel and car engine. Va- 
rious displays and demonstra- 
tions are being put on by the 
Physics mid Chemistry Depart- 
ments. 

BIOLOGY TOUR 

The Biological Tour will cover 
the fields of genetics, biochemis- 
try, physiology, and pharmacolo- 
gy, and will be held in the Biolo- 
gical Building. 

' The .Genetics Department will 
have two important displays on 
the genetic effects of radiation 
and on the Mendellan Laws, 
which the professors bave sim- 
plified into layman's language. 

The greenhouse and the Her- 
barium will be open, and profes- 
sors and students will be on hand 
to describe the various plants.

The building,, known as "Mart- 
let House", houses the offices 
and staff of the McGill Gradu- 
ates' Society, which maintains 
communications with all the Uni- 
versity's 31,000 graduates. The 
buUdlng itself, situated on Uni- 
versity Street, is a Montreal land- 
built some 100 years ago. 



H was left to McGill by the late 
Edgar R. Parkins, who graduated 
from McGill with' a B.A. degree 
and a law degree. Upon Mr. Par- 
kins' death in 1957, the building 
became available to the Univers- 
ity.

The former head of the CCF 
party from 1942 to 1950 explained 
that one of the reasons for this 
tack of interest in politics by the 
general public is that the people 
"presume the good functioning of 
total society."

These were sonic of the opening 
words of Dr. James' address "The 
World of Education", given before 
the Canadian Women's Club of Ot- 
tawa, yesterday. His theme was 
Russia's approach to these pro- 
blems, with reference to his own 
visit there. 

Dr. James showed that results 
were achieved in Institutes of hig- 
her learning in Russia by offering 
"to the ablest people in the coun- 
try the strongest possible incenti- 
ves to strive for academic distinc- 
tion. The minimum salary of a 
professor is fifteen times the wage 
of an unskilled labourer..." 

SCHOLASTIC COALS 

This goal encourages young peo- 
ple also to seek scholastic honours. 
Even while studying for his degree 
the student can win scholarships 
which are as large as, or larger 
than, the wage he would earn if 
he left university : at present 00% 
of all undergraduates receive bur- 
Bhries.

Looking to the Future 

Some 50,000 Monlrealers and numerous graduates 
on the annual home-coming weekend are expected to flood 
through McGill's Roddick Gates today and tomorrow as 
the third annual Open House becomes a reality. Slogan 
of Open House is "Meet McGill '59" and meet McGill 
they will. Four tours will guide visitors through the prin- 
cipal parts of McGill. Countless displays will demons- 
trate the activities of various University departments 
and groups. Student activities, too, will be highlighted 
by dramatic presentations, a mock trial, a debate, and 
displays by campus organizations in the Union.' 

McGill University 1959 is a far cry from the days 
of 1855 when it was overgrown with weeds and in des- 
perate need of repair. Down through the years it has 
continued expanding and improving until today's Open 
House once again proves to the public that McGill is Ca- 
nada's greatest University. But McGill cannot stop here. 
The Oiwellian phrase. "lie who controls the present; 
controls the past, and he who controls the past controls 
the future" docs not apply to an educational institution. 
The University cannot afford to lower her guard one inch 
if Kite is to remain Canada's Premier University. 

A Violation of Duty 

The fundamental fact of parliamentary democracy 
is individual participation in the processes of govern- 
ment. Individual participation is not an inalienable right: 
it was won. as Professor Scott pointed out yesterday, 
very gradually, at the expense of great devotion and 
much bloodshed. It was well worth struggling for, be- 
cause this wide franchise is our greatest strength. But 
at the same time it is our greatest potential weakness. 

The wide franchise is a potential weakness because 
it depends for its effectiveness upon a well-informed 
electorate. Absence of accurate information leads to the 
downfall of political democracy, to usurpation of the de- 
cision-making apparatus- by a small and autocratic group. 

The electorate depends for its information on the 
mass media. For its political information it depends pri- 
marily on the daily newspaper. Hence, it is vital that 
newspapers provide adequate reports of political issues. 
It is important that this coverage be as comprehensive 
as possible: for it is as easy to bias the news by careful 
selection of facts as by intentional inaccuracy. 

Canada Ls forlunate in having a viable form of par- 
liamentary democracy, supported by the tradition of 
freedom ingrained in the Canadian electorate. In one 
part of Canada, however, it has been alleged that parlia- 
mentary démocracy is not functioning properly. That 
part is Quebec. And it is precisely here that the Anglo- 
Saxon tradition of a free and scrupulous press has been 
accused of breaking down. 

Most fair-minded observers agree that Montreal's 
English-language newspapers provide a critical and com- 
prehensive scrutiny of international affairs and between 
them, a thorough account of Canadian federal politics. 
But, it is said, they do not always present all the perti- 
nent facts when it comes to provincial government. 

As an example, critics point to the natural-gas af- 
fair. Over a year ago the newspaper Le Devoir accused 
eight provincial ministers of having had interests in the 
company which had recently bought a gas system from 
the publicly-owned Hydro-Quebec. A few weeks after the 
"scandal" was publicised, the late Mr. Duplessis had a 
provincial police officer expel Le Devoir's reporter from 
n general press conference in his office. Three groups of 
independent journalists issued strong protests and, ac- 
cording to a subsequent, artivle in Macleans Mapazine, 
wrote that "freedom of the pres.* implies freedom to at- 
tend the official sources of information. After some time, 
the Gazelle, in the middle of an article full of the nicest 
things about Mr. Duplessis. let pass a very cold protest 
against the expulsion, and the Star found it more un- 
skillful than blameworthy." » 

Last week-end, at the provincial convention of the 
Libera] Parly, the natural-gas affair (now sub Jîidice) 
again reared its head in public. A resolution was passed 
by the party, promising to turn Quebec's natural-gas in- 
dustry back to the government owned Hydro-Quebec. 
Professor Scott pointed out yesterday that Le Devoir 
gave this resolution headline prominence, while neither 
the Gazette nor the Star awarded it even passing men- 
tion. We would like to know why. 



Nikila Khrushthev and the United States have 
finally met, and both seem to have survived. 
Neither the hope nor the despair with which the 
visit was at first greeted appear to have been 
justified. However it did provide an excellent 
precedent for the forces o£ diplomacy to begin 
to work i n a bipolar world 'and, of more tangible 
import, to remove some of the dangers hover- 
ing over Berlin. 

Any settlement of the Berlin problem is 
worth a host of visits, for in spite of brave 
statements about defending our rights (a good 
legal argument) and not selling out two million 
West Berliners (a good moral one) our potential 
practical performance there Is less promising. 

Should tho Russians move to "liberate" the 
city, we would have to invade East Germany to 
free it, and the Western troops in Europe could 
not even provide a respectable tourist party. 
The choice would be to drop a few atomic 
bombs which, while they would obliterate the 
Russian troops, would also obliterate —West 
Berlin, to say nothing of the rest of the world. 
Of course the thought that we might be so 
foolish as to do this is preventing the Russians 
from any escaptdes, but this is not a very 
pleasant situation. 

All this points out the present dilemma, 
namely that we are faced with two possibilities: 
all-out war or négociations (limited war is not 
really a separate alternative since it would 
either culminate in a negociatcd settlement or 
in all-out war). Illustrations like disarmament 
will not solve our problems, since it is based 
on the ridiculous assumption that conflicts arise 
only from misunderstandings and armament 
races, and that there are no bi.sic political 
problems at stake. This is nonsense. It is 
similar" to curing the measles by covering the 
spots. The result is that all proposals for 
disarmament in the context of a political 
struggle are wiewed by each side as an attempt 
to get the better of the other. 

It is evident that the only means of preserv- 
ing our tenuous peace i s through the time- 



honoured practices of diplomacy backed by the 
necessary strength to protect our vital interests 
against military, economic or ideological pene- 
tration, and to deter the other side from any 
adventures. 

Today both sides have the strength. What 
Mr. Khrushchev is proposing is more diplomacy. 
This of course does not mean that we should 
surrender our basic interests. There are certain 
things which cannot be negotiated away: but 
in a world in which the status quo is crumbling, 
it is necessary that both sides prepare and 
discuss situations which can suddenly erupt. 

The difficulty with such a solution to the 
world's problems is that it is not an inspiring 
proposal; it attracts no devout fanatics such as 
the adherents to disarmament, collective secur- 
ity, world union or preventivo war. These 
solutions are escapist; they are attempts to 
rise above the daily problems of foreign affairs 
..and to provide a grandiose millenium solution. 
Proponents of these theories are irritated by 
the problems which the world presents them, 
and they refuse to deal with the fat tors of 
power and interest which dominate interna- 
tional life. They would work against the facts 
of international life rather than with them, and 
when the facts contradict them, thev proclaim 
"too bad for. the facts." 

On the other hand there are those who 
view u s as locked in a mortal slfugglo with 
the devil — communism — (twenty years ago 
it was nazism, 150 years ago the* French). 
Rationalizing our self-interest into a battle for 
the eternal moral principles they refuse to 
compromise, since righteousness cannot be com- 
promised one inch. They too fail to come to 
grips with the problem of existing in this world 
with others they do not like. Since wc must 
either share this world with the Russians or 
tliviffe the world beyond the grave, we must 
find common ground and mechanisms for the 
solution of our dangerous problems. This can 
only be achieved bv diplomacy and negotiation, 
it appears that this is what Mr. Khrushchev is 
proposing. If s o, he deserves to be heard.

Once people 
are versed in the practice of 
segregation it is very hard to 
anyone to convince them that 
their notions about this aspect 
of life are hopelessly out of 
date. 

A couple of days ago. I 
chanced to be in a discussion 
with an intelligent co-ed who is 
on the committee for the con- 
struction of International House. 
She told me that she thinks it 
is à good idea to build Inter- 
national House but it will be 
useless if only foreign students 
will live there. She said that 
Canadians, too should be inter- 
ested in living in the hostel so 
as to mingle with foreign stu- 
dents. But if they , do not. fo- 
reign students will be more 
segregated than ever. - 

The first and only question I 
asked her was: "Do you think 
Canadians would like .to live 
with foreigners who, probably 
have a different background 
concerning life?" She shrugged 
her shoulders and suddenly oe- 
came very serious. We left the 
matter there. 

A few minutes, later, ] 
bumped into another Canadian 
who has come to McGill from 
another university and'seems to 
lie quite concerned about the 
stato of affairs on the McGill 
.campus. Ho said that the first 
thing that struck him here was 
the large number of small and 
big societies and clubs there 
are on the campus for the pro- 
motion of understanding among 
students, but that, despite this, 
very little has been accom- 
plished. 

Sometimes it is good to leave 
things as they are and some- 
times it is not good. But con- 
cerning the present issue, why 
should we "drop it"? And that 
is why the Toronto co-ed affec- 
ted by segregation in sororities 
complained bitterly. And that la 
why the editorial in the McGill 
Daily has amplified her cry for 
Justice. 

Any right-thinking person 
would agree that it is utter non- 



sense and hypocrisy for a fra- 
ternity official to have said 
something about the absence of 
a certain clause when this same 
official had asked Jews to re- 
gister for fraternity member- 
ship on one side of the room 
and Gentiles on the oth'ei*. 
Hearing this, I would not join à 
fraternity for the world. 

Whatever the form of segre- 
gation practised, I would like 
to say this to those concerned; 
sick though thev may be, where 
there is l(fe there is hope. It 1* 
never too late to mend. And 
humiliating though it may be 
for those involved in segrega- 
tion to change their ways; noth- 
ing in life surpasses humility..

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Symphony Inspired

In past years, musical students have journeyed faith- 
fully out to Plateau- Hall to be frequently disappointed in 
the Symphony Orchestra's performances. But recently, 
a graduai progression has become noticeable. Due to 
Igor JMarkevitch's inspired and encouraging-command, and 
to the intelligent response of a maturing bodv of musicians, 
the Orchestra has suddenly swung into power. Perhaps 
he knowledge that they are soon to have an elegant new 
home within city limits is also responsible for their present 
eagerness.- Whatever the cause, Wednesday night's con- 
cert was a sure sign that the Orchestra is rising smoothly 
to the top. 

Verdi's "ttiovanna d'Aico" (Joan of Arc) Overture 
Itegan the concert. The listener will Yemember the float- 
ing, lyrical melody played by the flute, oboe and clarinet. 
There was a controlled but visible exuberance among the 
musicians as they dedicated themselves to the warm 
■Italian melody. 

But -Brahms Concerto in D-major for violin and 
Orchestra was the "piece de resistance". 11 is difficult 
to estimate the skill of . the master, Francescatti.. He 
certainly dominated all the technical problems which 
caused this concerto to be labelled "Concerto against the 
violin". In the long introductory movement, the soloist 
and orchestra united in a lyrical interpretation of the five 
interwoven themes. 

In the Adagio, the primitive tones of the woodwinds 
were appealing, but the playing lacker warmth. Nathan 
Rlilstein's violin becomes human, as though, momentarily, 
he were possessor of the fiery gypsy soul. But Francescatti 
seemed to withold this flow of emotion, and although his 
technique remained irreproachable, the tone lacked the 
joyous frenzy which it might have had. 

• In the symphonic fantasy, "Francesca da Rimini", 
many complex musical devices were used by Tchaikowsky, 
but the Orchestra was in control of the situation none- 
theless. One will recal the dulcet melody piped by the oboe, 
and the contrasts of vibrating strings as opposed to menac- 
ing deep tones of the horns. 

The varied programme was concluded with the Ballet 
Suite No. 3 Bacchus and Ariane, by Albert Roussel, a 
disciple of César Frank. The romantic music describes 
Ariane's sleep, her misery, and final her love for Bacchus. 
Again, Markevitch's admirable directing of difficult syn- 
copated measures resulted in success. 

• In review, the entire evening provided very satisfying 
listening entertainment, and as the past chairman told 
the audience, it is (good) music which releases one from 
"the humdrum and drabness' of routine.
